1. Provide a detailed description of all analyses conducted by Atmos in
conjunction with its hedging decisions. Include sources of information and modeling

tools used, if any.



2. Explain the benefits of layering in futures contracts over a longer period of
time for the winter period of 2007-2008, as referenced on page 2 of Atmos’s April 27,
20086 hedging report.

3. Explain whether Atmos considered requesting that its hedging program be
approved on a permanent basis. if yes, explain why Atmos did not make the request.

4, Provide the natural gas volumes supplied (1) from storage and (2) from
flowing gas during the 2005-2006 winter heating season.

5. Describe in detail Atmos’s access fo storage gas, both on-system and off-

system.
